Pat 
left  home  at  an  early  hour  the  next  morning  for  Parry 
$ound,and  on  the  way  turned  out  of  his  road  several  miles 
to  vtait  Mr.  William  1  ittle's  lumber  camp  in  the  Township 
of  Ferguson,  where  three  (M  hia  boys  wer^  working,  as  ||ie 
wtsheo  to  aec  them,   and  also  get  a  glim{)«e  of  lite  at  A 
lumber  camp  before  going  "  outiide."
